“To study the working of contract labour system in the jobs/works of sweeping, cleaning, conservancy, house 
keeping, gardening, environmental maintenance, electrical maintenance, civil maintenance and ancillary operations 
at the Housing Colonies of M/s. Bharat Petroleum Corporation Limited, Mumbai and Navi Mumbai and to make 
suitable recommendations whether or not the employment of contract labour in the said jobs/works in the said 
establishments be prohibited keeping in view the provisions of Section 10 of the Contract Labour (Regulation and 
Abolition) Act, 1970.”
